Another part of the problem is the rearing 
of a people who understand the need of 
strength in democracy as well as in individ­ 
ual character—decision, judgment, action, 
courage, self-control. 
This idea has been 
neglected in education and life for nearly a 
generation. Americans have come to regard 
democracy as a mere guarantee of a lot of 
privileges and blessings to certain people, re­ 
gardless of their own acts or neglected 
responsibilities.

straight in our minds now. It is a necessary 
step to genuine peace and much more useful 
than merely not wanting war.

has been removed This means that white bread, 
more pleading to the eye anti palate, can still form 
a large paid of the daily diet and. in addition to 
energy, give the body a goodly share of its daily 
needs of vitamin Bl. 
As su rveys show that almost half the jieople in 
North America do not go enou h vitamin Bl in 
their daily food intake. l*oth tho United States and 
Canadian governments are taking stops to have vi­ 
tamin FVI added to white flour and the cost of a 
loaf of this bread will be no more than at present.

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Fall Seeding Best 


For Moat 
Conifers* 


Geneva, N, Y.. Nov. 13 — That 
mother nature has good reasons 
for scattering the seeds of conifer­ 
ous trees in the fall of the year 


is borne out by laboratory’ tests 
and practices in forest tree nur­ 
series, declares O. E. licit, tree 
seed specialist at the State Ex­ 
periment Station here. The seeds 
of most conifer* will germinate 
better ant. produce better stands 
in the spring when they are sown 


in the fall of the year. he says. 
"The fall sowing of coniferous 
tree seeds has become a common 
practice in many forest tree nur­ 
series throughout the Northeast." 
continues Mr. Heit, adding that. 
"Fall-sown seed of many species 
will show increased vigor of the 
seedlings as compared with spring- 


sown seed from the same seed 
stocks. 
The tree percentage ob­ 
tained with fall-sown seed at the 
end of the first year is quite often 
higher either because of the high­ 
er initial germination or because 
of the fewer losses due to damp- 
mg-ofT. 
Also, seedbeds sown in 
the fall often contain fewer weeds 


than parallel beds sown in the 
spring." 
Seeds of cone-bearing trees ex­ 
hibit a dormant nature under lab­ 
oratory condition which varies con­ 
siderably with different species, 
it is epiained. 
Some species may 
be only slow to germinate, some 
may require light or alternating 


temperatures to break their dorm­ 
ancy, while others may require 
from one to three months of moist 
prechilling at 3 to 5 degrees Cen­ 
tigrade in order to secure prompt 
and uniform germination. Species 
displaying these types of dormancy 
may be sown in the fall with good 
success. 


When the seeds of these species 
is sown in the fall and allowed 
to lie in the ground during the 
winter months, nature overcomes 
their dormancy very 
effectively 
and insures prompt and uniform 
germination the following spring. 
Seeds of the yews and the juni­ 
pers, however, are so extremely 


dormant that they may not germ­ 
inate the first year under any con­ 
dition.

The exact relation between clov­ 
er leafhoppers and the occurence 
of yellow dwarf disease in com­ 
mercial potato fields still presents 
many problems, scientists say.

"W e can not afford to agree to

Chinese,”

"Japan m ust got out of China if 
th ere is to be any agreem ent. 
“I have little hope that any­ 
thing will come of the Kurusu con­ 
versations, because the w ar party 
is in control in Japan and it is un­ 
likely th at it will back down now’. 
T here is a definite possibility of 
w ar in the Pacific. 
W heeler 
thought 
differently. 
"The people of Jap an ,” like the 
people of the United States, do 
not w ant w ar in the Pacific,” he 
said.

W ithout Refueling. 


BALTIMORE.—A giant air battle- 
•hip, the largest flying boat in the 
world, was shown to the public for 
the first time recently at the Middle 
River plant of the Glenn L. Martin 
company. 
Weighing 140 OOO pounds, the four- 
engmed ship is capable of flying 
from this country far into the interi­ 
or of Europe and back without re­ 
fueling. 
Built for navy service it 
is in many respects a counterpart 
of the arm y’s recently completed B- 
19 bomber. It has a wingspread of 
200 feet and towers more than 30 
feet above the floor of the huge navy 
bay where workmen were conduct­ 
ing a complicated series of tests 
prior to putting the plane into the 
w ater this autumn. 
Took Year in Building. 
Now designated simply as the 
Martin 170, the ship hts been under 
construction for 12 months. 
Escorted by officials of the Mar­ 
tin 
plant 
and navy 
technicians, 
newspaper men were allowed to see 
the craft as it lay in its massive 
steel 
testing rig. 
Studded 
with 
gauges, 
hydraulic 
jacks,

instruments, the huge plane was 
undergoing strains which were said 
to be 00 per cent greater than any 
which it likely was to encounter un­ 
der actual operating conditions. 
Its four 2.000-horsepower motors, 
power-driven gun turrets, cannons, 
and machine guns and interior fit­ 
tings are still to be added. 
It is 
expected that the flying boat will be 
launched within six weeks and after 
flight tests will be turned over to 
the navy. 
M w! Prove Worth. 
Tho Martin 170, an official of the 
^company said, was an experimental 
■model and would have to prove its 
m ilitary worth before others were 
ordered. 
Already there had been 
some criticism, he said, on the 
ground that the enormous invest­ 
ment which the plane represented 
might be destroyed in a few seconds 
of battle. 
Although the navy is not releasing 
yet details of the arm am ent to be 
carried, it was disclosed that the 
hull of the Martin 170, which is 107 
feet long, was designed to carry 
power-driven turrets, gun emplace­ 
ments and machine-gun blisters to 
protect the craft from every pos­ 
sible angle of attack. 
The flying boat has two main 
docks, but the crew will operate on 
four or five levels. 
No estimate of the speed of the 
plana was given.

T h e in d ifferen t m an who 
is so concerned w ith his own w el­ 
fare th a t he h ad no tim e for the 
perform ance of his duties to his 
nation, is follow ing in the fo o t-1 
steps of his F re n c h b ro th er and 
should profit by th a t sorry exam ­ 
ple.
